In the race horse, the head should be 
wmparatively low. If it is placed on a 
girly upright neck, it cannot serve as well 
or the important function of a balance- 
wole, a very necessary item when the horse 
staking the tremendous leaps which con- 
situate the running gait. As a result the 
ait will be “higher.” less even, and more 
yasteful of energy. For the same reason 
he neck which bears it should be moder- 
tev long. in comparison with other 
breeds, and lighter. but not to the point 
{weakness. It should be arched slightly. 
wt heavily crested (while in training), 
wr laden anywhere with unnecessary 
muscle. 

The withers should be high. firm. mod- 
sately thin (never “fat”). and clearly de- 
fned. Functionally. the withers represent 
iprolongation of the processes of the ver- 
vbrae, and it is to these bones that the 
muscles running to the shoulder are at- 
ached. Since the amount of contraction 
vssible in a muscle is proportioned to the 
nuscle’s length. it is obvious that high 
withers. adding to the length of these 
wuseles, are desirable. 

The shoulder should be sloped, the more 
the better, as a horse’s reach—that is. the 
angle at which he can project his fore legs 
v the front—depends largely on this fac- 
wr. For the same reason a “loaded” 
shoulder—one surrounded by too much 
fesh, or “lumber.” particularly in front— 
s undesirable. The great English horse 
‘. Simon was a particular example of 
wod shoulders. His stud groom, John 
Huby, said of him: 


His shoulder was a study. So obliquely was 
it placed that it appeared to extend far into 
his back, making the latter look shorter—as 
a matter of fact it was shorter 


than any 
horse’s back I have ever seen . 


. . there is little 
wonder that he showed such marvelous liberty 
of action. 


The lower end of the shoulder blade. 
there it forms a joint with the humerus. 
‘Tarm, is denoted as the point of the 
‘woulder. The humerus extends backward 
aid downward to the elbow, where it joins 
te bones of the forearm. Although it 
ts less attention than the shoulder blade 
vecause it is more overlaid with muscle,

ant. It will be seen at a glance that the 
longer the humerus. and the greater the 
angle it makes with the scapula, or shoul- 
der blade. the longer the muscles will be 
which operate these bones. And the more 
nearly the humerus approaches the _per- 
pendicular. the more freely the forearm 
can be thrown forward in a long, easy 
stride. In this connection it might be 
noted that the point of the shoulder should 
not be extremely prominent. a condition 
which would imply aessening of the angle 
between the scapula and the humerus. 

At the elbow. where the forearm joins 
the humerus, or upper arm, there should 
be a wide expanse of muscle attachments. 
with strong muscles tapering toward the 
knee. A lightly muscled forearm does not 
prevent a horse from being a good racer, 
provided the bones are well placed in this 
area, but a strong forearm provides by 
far the better gamble. since it includes all 
the muscles which act upon the lower part 
of the leg—the most constantly and heav- 
ily punished portion of the race horse’s 
anatomy. 

Possibly the most important area for in- 
spection in judging is the fore leg. Trot- 
ters frequently develop trouble behind, 
but the Thoroughbred, carrying weight

more or less amidships, punishes his fore . 
legs more than any other part of his body. 
and it is here that most of his unsoundness 
develops, aside from accidental injury or 
general ill health. If it is remembered 
that a racing horse, traveling at a speed 
which at times exceeds 40 miles an hour, 
lands with an average weight of about 
half a ton, and that it is the slender col- 
umns of the fore legs which take the shock. 
it is easy to see why these are heir to 
trouble. 

As viewed from the side. the fore leg 
should be a straight column down to the 
fetlock joint, or ankle. as horsemen almost 
invariably call it (though it isn’t an ankle 
at all, as compared with human anatomy, 
but rather a knuckle). If there is a slight 
angle at the knee, it should be bent for- 
ward rather than back. 


If the upper and lower portions of the 
leg are inclined slightly forward at the 
knee, the horse is said to be “over at the 
knees,” or “buck-kneed.” While this con- 
dition represents no improvement over the 
normal straight line, it is not a fault, un- 
less extreme. Galopin and his son St. 
Simon, two of the greatest race horses 
and sires in England during the last cen- 
tury. and in America the good sprinter 
*Voter and the Kentucky Derby winners 
Bubbling Over and his son Burgoo King. 
are examples of buck-kneed horses. 

But if the horse is “calf-kneed.” with a 
slight angle pointing backward at the knee. 
he has a very serious fault and must be 
extra good elsewhere to be worth consider- 
ing, since this condition puts an extraor- 
dinary strain upon tendons and ligaments. 

The knee, viewed from the side, should 
be flat and smooth on the front surface, 
with a well defined projection at the rear. 
where the tendons pass. Ridged or 
“baggy” knees, while they sometimes go 
with good horses, are danger signs, espe- 
cially if the skin over the knee is loose. The 
knee joint should taper into the full width 
of the cannon; if there is an abrupt nar- 
rowing, below which the cannon widens 
again, the horse is said to be “tied in.” 
The condition prevents the tendon from 
acting in a straight line and furnishes a 
considerable hazard to the ligament which 
binds the tendon at this point. From the 
front, the knee should appear large and 
“tight.” A small knee will not have suffi- 
cient space for the attachment of tendons 
and ligaments. 

The cannon, from knee to ankle, should 
be short and comparatively flat. The bone 
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wants to be in keeping with the size of the 
horse. since a fine bone will not carry an 
oversized load without trouble, and a heavy 
bone will impede the progress of a light 
horse. The tendons which lie behind the 
bone should be set out distinctly, as indi- 
cated by the contour of the skin, and the 
farther back they lie and the straighter 
they run from the back of the knee to the 
fetlock joint the more efficiently they will 
operate. 

The fetlock joint, or ankle, is the seat of 
many troubles, but it takes a very prac- 
ticed eye to distinguish here between 
good and bad. It needs to be large for 
the attachment of ligaments and tendons, 
but should not be so large. or the contour 
of the bones so rounded off and obscured, 
A prominence at

the inside rear “corner” 
moiditis. or inflammation at the sesamoid 
bone. But the neophyte should not trust 
his suspicions regarding ankles. Better 
ask a veterinarian.

The pastern should make an angle of a 
little less than 45 degrees with the perpen- 
dicular when the horse is standing firmly 
on all four legs. It is the pastern which 
takes up a good deal of the shock of land- 
ing. and it is important that it be strong 
and springy. Short. stubby pasterns are 
not springy enough. Long ones are too 
weak to hold the fetlock joint off the 
ground. Straight, or upright, pasterns. 
when the angle with the cannon bone is 
larger than normal, very often cause un- 
soundness. Horses with too-straight pas- 
terns frequently run fast. but they usually 
do not run far or last long. 

Such obvious troubles as ringbone or 
sidebone. both exostoses. or bony growths. 
on the pastern, are not considered here.

Though not very important in work horses. 
they frequently mar the usefulness of 


Thoroughbreds. Though _ occasionally 
found on yearlings. they usually appear 
later, either as the result of a blow. or 
from injuries incidental to fast work. 
Splints are also bony growths, usually ap- 
pearing on the cannons fairly well up to 
the knee and on the inside of the leg. If 
not too close to the joint, or far enough 
back to involve a tendon, splints are 
seldom serious. 


The hoof should be large. and well open 
at the heel. Small feet. or contracted feet 
(which form an oval slightly broken at 
the back) are liabilities. Small feet may 
be considered to have grown that way in 
the natural course of events. Contracted 
feet. which cause trouble because they 
create pressure on the delicate inner mech- 
anism, are usually the result of disease or 
accident or lack of proper care. Shelly 
feet. which frequently break off or crack 
around the toes. are a source of trouble 
and do not hold the shoe as firmly as they 
should. Many horsemen believe a white 
hoof is weaker than a dark-colored one. 
Irregularities in the surface of the hoof 
do not necessarily mean that the wall is 
weak. The front of the hoof, as seen from 
the side of the horse. should continue the 
line of the front of the pastern, or nearly 
so. 

The assembly of the fore legs should al- 
ways be inspected from in front of the 
horse. The “fork” of the fore legs should 
be in proportion to the width of the bedy. 
and if it varies greatly from the normal a 
wide fork is perhaps preferable to a nar- 
row one. Either may be responsible for 
an irregularity in gait. Occasionally there 
will be found a horse so narrow-chested

that the forearms are barely separated. 4 
few horsemen insist that a wide fork indj. 
cates a sprinter; but a wide fork goes 
properly with a wide body. 


The line of the fore leg as seen from the 
front should be as nearly plumb as poss. 
ble. with no bending in or out at the knee 
or below the ankle. It is obvious that g 
knock-kneed horse, or one whose toes tur 
in or out, cannot operate as efficiently as 
one whose system of levers and pulleys 
offers no chance of waste motion. The im. 
pression gained by looking at the horse 
while standing should be checked further 
by watching him at the walk. The fee 
should be pointed in the direction in which 
he is moving, and should move through 
each stride in an almost straight line. [jf 
the feet definitely turn in or out. let the 
eye follow up the leg to determine whether 
the variation from normal begins at the 
coronet, the ankle, the knee, or the elboy, 
Ordinarily, the higher up the twisting from 
normal appears, the more certainly it may 
be set down as a fault. In the matter of 
demanding perfection of the fore legs of 
a race horse. however. one should be very 
cautious indeed. So few of them will be 
found to meet any set of specifications that 
one must nearly always choose among s9- 
called faults and hope that the ones ac. 
cepted will prove to be the least conse. 
quential. 

The line of the back should curve evenly 
downward from the withers. and just back 
of the saddle begin a much more gradual 
ascent to the croup. If the back arches 
up badly at the loins. the horse is said to 
be “roach-backed” or “hog-backed.” | This 
is not a usual characteristic of good horses, 
The barrel should be roomy. with the ribs 
well sprung herring-ribbed. or slab- 
sided. horse is one whose ribs drop dovn- 
ward sharply from the spine). The depth 
from saddle to chest—most easily meas 
ured as girth—is some indication of heart 
and lung room. 

The estimate of a race horse’s ches. 
however, ought to be made on a three-i- 
mensional basis, and since it is such an in: 
portant matter, it is well to give a litt 
extra attention to the means of making 
the estimate. Roughly, the chest occupies 
the section bounded by the neck and brea: 
in front, the spine above, the breastbone 
below, and the diaphragm behind. The 
muscular diaphragm, which extends acres 
the body, dividing the chest from the ab- 
dominal cavity, slants forward and dows 
ward, from the kidneys, behind the saddle. 
to a point on the belly just behind the 
girth. Thus spaciousness and efficiency 0! 
the lungs can be approximated from out 
ward indications, such as the depth of the 
body through the girth, the width of the 
body as seen from in front, and the shape 
as seen from the front. The general shape 
of a cross-section through the chest shoul 
be rather more of an ellipse and less of # 
circle than in breeds of less  strenuot

SIDELIGHTS, by Joe H. Palmer 


MIAMI 

It surprised very few persons when 
Qlympia won the Flamingo Stakes, but 
whether he was the best horse in it is some- 
thing else again. He broke to the front 
and stayed there, and Ted Atkinson did 
not have to drive him hard. He ran a capa- 
ble mile in 1:3545, and was not backing up 
at the end of a mile and an eighth in 
1:484;. 

But behind him. the horse which had 
been expected to furnish the contention 
had got in serious trouble. This was 
George D. Widener’s Reveille, a front-run- 
ning half brother to Lucky Draw. Conn 
McCreary. who rode him, was disposed to 
blame an assistant starter for the difficulty, 
but from whoever’s fault, the colt came 
lunging out of the gate off balance. Me- 
Creary barely left with him, and he was 
on the first turn before he had both feet 
in the irons. By that time Reveille was 
completely last, and not a good last, either. 
He lost a good many lengths, and also lost 
his chance to run where he likes to run. 

McCreary kept his head, or maybe I 
should say that he rode well by instinct, 
for he was a trifle warm after the race. At 
all events, he did not try to undo all the 
damage in the next quarter, as so many 
riders do. He let Reveille get warmed to 
his work and then moved him through the 
stretch, and the colt was third, beaten 
about two lengths. 

Reveille, by Eight Thirty out of Tat- 
ane, is not in the Kentucky Derby, be- 
cause his trainer overlooked the closing 
day. This department remarked idly. in 
print, that this seemed a saving of $50. 
Mr. Widener, who was down for the race. 
rmarked on this a couple of times, in en- 
tire good humor, to be sure, but not in 
agreement. He could be right, and the 
judgment of Reveille somewhat hasty. 
Certainly the colt looked better in his 
flamingo defeat than in the three rather 
tollow triumphs which had preceded it. 

Jule Fink, who got a surprise third with 
Sneak, had another theory about the race. 
If Reveille had got off, he reasoned, there 
would almost certainly have been a speed 
duel with Olympia. This might easily 
have resulted in the exhausting of both 
horses, with Sneak galloping over them in 


the stretch. In other words, maybe Sneak 
was second because some of his strongest 
contention didn’t get off. I thought per- 
snally that he’d been reading too much 
about the Jim Dandy Travers, but the the-

ory could be right. It’s a perfect theory— 
can’t be proved either way. 


BLUNT. Governor Fuller Warren, of 
Florida, was allowed to get hold of the 
public address system on closing day, with 
more interesting results than you'd im- 
agine. I was not paying close attention at 
first, but I think his seventh word was 
“treasury.” He said, in no great number 
of words, that Florida loved money like 
anything, and he felt pretty warm-hearted 
about people who came down and were 
milked for it, and that he hoped they'd go 
north and make just bundles and be on 
hand next milking time.

UTMOST CONFIDENCE 


Dr. Charles H. Strub, executive vice 
president of Los Angeles Turf Club, voiced 
optimism in the future of Santa Anita 
Park racing in a statement on the closing 
day of the 1948-1949 meeting. 

“The affairs of the legitimate Turf were 
never in better order. Declines in attend- 
ance and wagering which have been re- 
marked upon as danger signals were only 
in line with the general economic trend,” 
he said. “We have utmost confidence in 
the future of horse racing. And we are 
more than ever assured that the sport has 
won a firm following.”

There wasn’t much question, even be- 
fore. that this was the exact truth, but I 
can't think when I’ve heard it more bluntly 
delivered, unless by Texas Guinan. I 
don’t know whether Governor Warren has 
a habit of truth-telling like this on all oc- 
casions, but I'd guess that it would get him 
in trouble in polities. 


STREAK. Swing and Sway, which 
stands at Janon Fisher’s farm in Maryland, 
got a considerable boost at the meeting 
from Mrs. Ella K. Bryson’s Make Swing, 
which came down the chute like a shooting 
star four times, and got away with some- 
thing like $20,000. She wasn’t the hand- 
somest filly in the Juvenile Stakes, being 
a little on the sinewy side, but she was con- 
siderably the fastest, even without running 
back to her record :3224. 


There were reports around that she was 


going sore, and she walked a little uncer- 
tainly coming back from her third victory. 
Some of the horsemen who raced against 
her had a notion she might buck her shins 
in the Juvenile, and in fact a man who 
looked at her in the winner’s circle after 
the race thought she had. 
stopped running. 


But she never 


CLAIM. Roman Candle came to her 
Black Helen with as spotty a record as. 
you'll find back of a stakes winner. Her 
owner, Paul Newsome, who deals in oils 
and fats in Philadelphia, got her out of a 
claiming race in 1947 for $5,000. Up to 
then she’d raced for Mrs. Esther du Pont 
Weir, for whom she had never won. She 
was no ball of fire for her second owner, 
who raced as Harrimont Stable at the time 
the claim was made, and now races as Gar- 
denia Stable. Until last Wednesday she'd 
won four races in two years. and she could 
have been claimed for $10,000 this winter. 

My own notion was that the field of the 
Black Helen didn’t amount to a lot, though 
it must be admitted that the winner’s time, 
of 1:49 for a mile and a furlong wasn’t 
bad. The mare had only 103 pounds, how- 
ever, and with a ten-pound concession was 
no more than able to hold off Brownian. 
The favorite, Allie’s Pal, found 119 pounds 
too much for her and finished last, and I 
doubt if Green Baize, the second choice, is 
going to go a distance. She has speed. 
but it gets spent quickly. It didn’t seem 
to me that the fillies and mares at Hialeah 
were very much this year. 


TIE. For the first half of the meeting 
it seemed that Ted Atkinson would be the 
leading jockey, as he so often is. But he 
got in a slump for a week, and Steve 
Brooks couldn’t miss, thanks partly to the 
fact that he was riding the Gustave Ring 
horses, which were sharp as briars. Brooks 
had a couple of bad days, and the next 
threat was from the apprentice. Logan 
Batcheller. They went into the last day 
with Brooks leading, 34 to 33. Batcheller 
finished first in the fourth race, but he 
didn’t get to count it, for Desert Ruler had 
swerved sharply across the field as he went 
to the front and the number came down. 
Brooks, meanwhile, couldn’t get anything 
but seconds. 

In the final race of the meeting, Batchel- 
ler came scudding down on Jacopades, to 
tie it up at 34-all. On the following day 
he got fined $100 at Gulfstream Park be- 
cause he misjudged the finish line and 
dropped one he should have won. This 
seems to prove that five-pounds off are 
more important than you'd think. 

But though Atkinson, who had got to 
going again by the end of the meeting, had 
only third honors, he had a rather substan- 
tial consolation. He’d ridden the winners 
of both of the $50,000 races at the meet- 
ing, and there’s no doubt that the jingle 
of the guinea salves the hurt that honor 
feels.

English Free Handicap Horses 


Grouped According to Sires 


Some comments on the leaders in the 
English Free Handicaps based on 1948 
racing were published recently in this 
column. Only the top horses were taken 
into consideration. 

But a total of 173 2-year-olds and 121 
3.vear-olds were assigned weights in the 
two handicaps. The accompanying tabu- 
lation, drawn from the full lists, may be 
of some assistance to breeders in apprals- 
ing the sires currently prominent in Eng- 
land and Ireland. 

It includes all sires which were repre- 
sented by at least three horses on either 
list. But if a sire was represented by as 
many as three 2-year-olds, his 3-year-olds 
are indicated also, whether there were 
three of them or not, and vice versa. 

A total of 27 stallions are accounted for. 
They are the sires of 113 (65 per cent) of 
the “2-year-olds handicapped, and of 45 
(41 per cent) of the 3-year-olds. 

Only seven sires are represented by as 
many as three horses on each list. These 
are Blue Peter (5. 3). Bois Roussel (10, 
3). Hyperion (5, 3). Lighthouse 2nd (3, 
3). Nearco (7. 3). Precipitation (3, 4), 
Umidwar (6, 5). 

Only seven sires have a larger number 
of their offspring on the 3-year-old list 
than in the first-season handicap. These 
are Bobsleigh (1. 3). Donatello 2nd (1, 3), 
Fairway (0. 6), Foxhunter (0, 3), Precipi- 
tation (3. 4). Scottish Union (0, 8), Sol- 
ferino (0. 5) Foxhunter was exported 
after getting last year’s crop of 3-year-olds. 

The leaders in number of 2-year-olds in- 
cluded in the handicap were Big Game 
(13). Bois Roussel (10), Stardust (8). 
Nearco (7). Nasrullah (7), Watling 
Street (7). Fair Trial (6), The Phoenix 
(6), Umidwar (6). 

Leaders in number of 3-year-olds handi- 
capped were Scottish Union (8), Fairway 
(6). Solferino (5), Umidwar (5), Precipi- 
tation (4). Three of these—Scottish 
Union, Fairway, and Solferino—had no 
representative on the Free Handicap of 
2-year-olds. 


The difference between good 2-year-olds 
and good 3-year-olds is much more clearly 
marked in England than it is in America. 
The breeding of speed is a much more 
predictable affair than the breeding of 
speed-plus-stamina. And it is the horses 
possessed of both speed and stamina which 


have the most important influence in 
breeding. 
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Which suggests, perhaps, that in Amer- 
ica we need a free handicap, or a Yard- 
stick, to appraise the merits of our horses 
at 112 miles, as well as 114 miles. 


A notable feature of the list of stallions 
given here is the dominating influence of 
two lines established by the late Lord 
Derby. Hyperion and three of his sons 
are on the list; Fairway and five of his 
sons; and three sons and two grandsons 
(Nasrullah and Scottish Union) of Fair- 
way’s brother Pharos. This is a total of 
15 of the 27 stallions accounted for. 


In the 1948 Free Handicaps in England 
a total of 121 3-year-olds and 173 2-year- 
olds were assigned weights. The follow- 
ing is a check list of the sires which had as 
many as three horses on either list.

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113 Nominations Are Received 


For the Diamond Jubilee Derby 


On May 7 Churchill Downs will hold 
the 75th running of the Kentucky Derby. 
On May 8, day after the Diamond Jubilee 
presentation of the 3-year-old classic, Col. 
Matt J. Winn will announce plans for the 
100th edition of America’s No. 1 horse 
race, to be run on a spring afternoon in 
1974. He will discuss arrangements for 
the Derby’s 100th anniversary with the 
assurance of a man who has every inten- 
tion of being there. For in addition to a 
shrewd sense of public relations and a flair 
for the spectacular, Colonel Winn has 
among his assets a limitless supply of op- 
timism. 

Last week-end the list of nominations for 
the 75th running of the Derby was an- 
nounced. It included the names of 113 3- 
year-olds, from which it is hoped a star- 
studded field will be assembled. There 
was, at least, the raw material for a very 
interesting race: among those named were 
22 stakes winners, including many of the 
highweights in the Experimental and 
Yardstick ratings. 

There were Blue Peter (126 in the Ex- 
perimental, 129 in the Yardstick, $189,185 
in the bank), Capot (122, 120, $92,150). 
Olympia (120, 122, $82,825), Mr. Busher 
(124, 125, $83.875), Ocean Drive (121, 
121, $76,632), Sport Page (116, 117, $75,- 
200), the filly Alsabs Day (112, 110, $66.- 
979), and others. In a list of 113 there 
also were names that rang no bells, but 
there is always another year. 

There were at least two noticeable ab- 
sentees: Myrtle Charm, the top-ranking 2- 
year-old filly of 1948, and Reveille, recent 
winner of the Everglades Handicap. The 
Maine Chance filly has not been trained 
for early racing this year. The George D. 
Widener colt reportedly was left out 
through oversight. 

Besides Alsabs Day there are the fillies 
Flower Bed, Polly Lass, Lovely Nymph, 
and Too Sunny. The list also includes ten 
geldings. 

Three imported colts were named. They 
are Canadian F. Ronald Graham’s *Rath- 
ore, Gustave Ring’s French-bred *Nar- 
viko, and M. A. Cushman’s English colt 
*Farmoor. 

*Rathore started twice abroad, won the 
Ashtown Maiden Plate and the Young- 
sters’ Plate, earned £267. *Narviko started 
five times in France. He won the Prix de 
Pontarme, the Poule des Yearlings, the 
Prix d’ Arenberg, was third in the Prix 
Robert Papin, fourth in the Prix Morny. 
He earned 1,330,450 frances. *Farmoor 
did not race at two. 

The nominees include 14 non-starters at 
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two, and eight which started but did not 
earn any money. The non-starters are des. 
ignated in the accompanying list with NS 
following their name. The non-winners 
are indicated by dashes (--- ) in the 
earnings column.

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STAKES AND HORSES 


Some Old Names Gather Luster, 
Some New Ones Are Appearing 


The winter racing season has been, in 
the main, a prolongation of last year’s de- 
velopments, especially in the handicap di- 
vision. Among the older horses. the line- 
up of winners in the principal events has 
been familiar: Autocrat, Buzfuz, Cat 
Bridge, Coaltown, Delegate, Dinner Gong. 
Faultless. Frere Jacques, *Miss Grillo. 
Stepfather, Vulean’s Forge. 

Of the newer arrivals in the division, 
four are of particular interest. One which 
probably was especially encouraging to 
owners and trainers who work patiently 
with horses of apparently moderate abil- 
ity was the 5-year-old mare Roman Candle, 
which unexpectedly shot up from the 
claiming ranks to win the Black Helen 
Handicap. In 18 starts last year the 
daughter of Roman gained only a handful 
of seconds and thirds, earned $3,700, 
which didn’t leave much room for profit. 
But this year she has three wins and two 
thirds from eight starts, and $22,575 to her 
credit with the horsemen’s bookkeeper. 

Another is the 4-year-old *Alibhai filly 
Lurline B.. which in 20 starts at two and 
three got just two wins and two seconds 
and a trifle over $4600. First money of 
$38.800 in the Santa Margarita Handicap 
provided a substantial return the 
$16.000 paid for her by Elobee Farm. 


In the lead from start to finish, Fred VW 
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. Hooper's Olympia held a length-and-a-half 
advantage to win the Flamingo Stakes, Hialeah Park's closing day feature. 
year-old son of *Heliopolis—Miss Dolphin, by Stimulus, has won $199,082 to date. 


The 4-year-old filly Allie’s Pal placed in 
two stakes last year, but she didn’t pick 
up any floral decorations until this year’s 
Columbiana Handicap. The War Dog 
filly had, however. been a steady earner 
at two ($12,475) and three ($23,705). 

The 4-year-old Big Pebble gelding Cail- 
lou Rouge earned not a whole lot of money 
($4.840 was his share) in the Le Compte 
Handicap, at the New Orleans Fair 
Grounds, but he gained considerably in 
reputation by dead-heating with My Re- 
quest, one of last year’s 3-year-old stars. 

Caillou Rouge. at 105 pounds, carried 18 
less than the son of Requested, but never- 
theless the race marked a considerable im- 
provement in his status. He had not won 
a race from six previous starts this year. 
In fact, the past performances showed that 
he had not won in ten previous starts, and 
he was not within at least 24 pounds of 
My Request in the Yardstick for 3-year- 
olds, because the Whitaker colt was as- 
signed 124 and Caillou Rouge didn’t even 
make the 100-pound flight. 


DERBY PROSPECTS. Standouts in the 
3-year-old division at this point are Fred 
W. Hooper’s flying colts Olympia and 
Ocean Drive. Clifford Mooers’ Old Rock- 


port. and George D. Widener’s Reveille. 


The 3- 


The last named can be eliminated from 
Kentucky Derby consideration because he 
was not nominated for the Churchill 
Downs classic. But he can bracket the 
Derby horses with some telling shots (if 
he is up to it) in the Wood Memorial and 
the Preakness, for which he is reported 
eligible. 

Olympia beat him in the Flamingo las 
week, but supporters say Reveille was of 
badly and did well to get up for third, 
Olympia may be the better Derby prospect 
of the Hooper pair. Ocean Drive beat him 
in the seven-furlong Hibiscus Stakes, byt 
was unplaced in the seven-furlong San 
Felipe. three weeks later, and was wun. 
placed again in Old Rockport’s Santa 
Anita’) Derby. Mr. Hooper found the 
Derby to be not such a very old hat when 
Hoop. Jr.. won it for him in 1945, and he 
would like to win it again in 1949, But 
even if he doesn’t win, he will be in the 
comfortable position of a man with two 
able colts which have won for him nearly 
$300.000 in season-and-a-fraction of 
racing. 

More will be learned about Old Rock. 
port when he arrives in Kentucky. where 
he probably will start a time or two prior 
to the Derby. 

Commodore Lea beat Roman Bout and 
Reveille in the Bahamas Handicap, and 
was third to Ocean Drive in the Hibiscus 
Stakes. In the 114-mile Flamingo he fin. 
ished behind Olympia, Sneak, and Rey- 
cille, and didn’t seem to like nine furlongs, 
hut the Derby was two months away. 

Neither Gaffery nor Green Baize, among 
the stakes-winning 3-year-old fillies. was 
nominated for the Derby. Green Baize 
beat Fighting Fan and Nell K. in the Jas 
mine Stakes. Gaffery beat June Bride and 
Patmigirl in the Santa Susana. 


THE NEW CROP. Most successful of 
the younger set are the War Jeep colt Go 
Jeep Go and the Swing and Sway fill 
Make Swing.

Other 2-year-old stakes winners of the 
new season are Werwolf, winner of the 
Florida Breeders’ Stakes, and Rose Tip. 
which won the Debutante Stakes at the 
Fair Grounds. There were no stakes for 
2-year-olds at Santa Anita Park after Janv- 
ary 1. The Turf writers at the meeting 
designated George Lee, Navy Chief, and 
Cliff House as the leading juveniles.

“Miss Grillo Wins the Windup: 
The Meeting Was a Success 


Los ANGELES 
By the time you read these notes, * Miss 
Grillo will be on her way to Kentucky to 
be mated to Alsab. Someone in the press 
box at Santa Anita Park, after watching 
*Miss Grillo run away from Dinner Gong, 
Rose Beam. and Vulcan’s Forge in the 
$50,000-added San Juan Capistrano Handi- 
cap. remarked, “Now all Alsab has to do 
is catch her. and the odds are 7 to 5 on 
*Miss Grillo again.” 
She is a grand mare, and the mile and 
a half of the San Juan Capistrano was her 
last race and. certainly one of her greatest. 
*Miss Grillo has beceme a popular favor- 
ite here. It was evident as she posed in 
the winner’s circle with her proud owner, 
Mrs. Barclay Douglas; her trainer, 
Horatio Luro; and his assistant, Charles 
Wittingham, that the cheers from a throng 
of 65,000. largest crowd at Santa Anita in 
two years, were from the heart and were 
meant for a real champion. 
It was an amazing day, in many respects, 
this windup of the twelfth season of racing 
at Santa Anita. It was one of the few, 
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very few, days during the season that the 
weather was not “unusual.” And it seemed 
that everyone took advantage of the balmy 
weather to come out to the races. The 
night before it had rained, and the track. 
for the first race of the day, was muddy. 
For the second race, it was good, and when 
*Miss Grillo got through with it they 
changed it to fast. 

A fast early pace set by Charles S. How- 
ard’s *Fast and Fair. Foxcatcher Farm’s 
Rose Beam. and I. J. Collins’ Vulcan’s 
Forge, enabled *Miss Grillo to come 
within three-fifths of a second of equalling 
the track record held by Fred Astaire’s 
Triplicate, which also went into retirement 
on the same day but under different cir- 
cumstances. 

Triplicate had been nominated for the 
San Juan Capistrano. and also was named 
overnight for the sixth race, the Beverly 
Hills Handicap. When it looked as though 
the track would be muddy. he was 
scratched, ard it was announced that his 
racing days were over. 

As for *Miss Grillo, no matter what 


they called the track, she thought it was 
wonderful. “I just wish,” balding Johnny 
Adams remarked when it was all over, 
“we had caught a track like this in the 
Santa Anita Handicap. We would have 
won just as easily.” 

At the seven furlongs. Adams let * Miss 
Grillo run a little and it appeared that he 
was letting her go too soon. After gaining 
position, however. he took her in hand 
again, and coming into the last quarter he 
sent her after the leaders. Quickly she 
disposed of the tiring *Fast and Fair and 
Vulean’s Forge. drove to the front of Rose 
Beam. and fought off Dinner Gong while 
swerving sharply. as she has a habit of do. 
ing. towards the rail. At the wire her mar. 
gin of victory was a length and a quarter, 
with Natural. Cordiner, *Fast and Fair, 
Chagin and *Rialto finishing in that order 
behind the first four. *Miss Grillo’s vie. 
tory was worth $38,100 to Mrs. Douglas, 

Despite some of the worst weather Santa 
Anita has ever experienced, attendance 
was down only 14 per cent and the handle 
declined 20 per cent. Attendance for the 
season was 1,410,785, and the total handle 
$87.419.464. The daily average was $1, 
748.389. It all added up to the fact that 
the sport has lost none of its tremendous 
appeal in southern California. Last win- 
ter the total attendance was 1,641,029, the 
handle $108.727.729 and the daily average 
$2,174,554. 


ACCLAIM. Turf writers covering the 
Santa Anita meeting voted *Miss Grillo 
the outstanding mare of the season. even 
before her victory in the San Juan Capis. 
trano. In the voting she was trailed by a 
stablemate. Alablue. and Hemet Squaw. 

Vulean’s Forge. I. J. Collins’ winner of 
the Santa Anita Handicap, was voted best 
horse of the season, over Abe Hirschberg’s 
Dinner Gong. There were 12 votes cast, 
and Vulean’s Forge and Dinner Gong 
split the first-place votes right down the 
middle, each getting six. On the basis of 
second and third votes, Vulean’s Forge 
won 28-26. *Miss Grillo, Old Rockport. 
and On Trust tied for the show. 

Clifford W. Mooers’ Old Rockport was 
an unanimous choice as the best 3-year-old. 
followed by Fred W. Hooper’s Olympia 
and Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Admiral Lea. That 
was the order in which they went under 
the wire in the $100,000 Derby. 

Gaffery. Foxcatcher Farm’s fine filly.

Business Fell Off 
In Maryland, ‘Too 


As the nation went. so went Maryland in 
the general decline of pari-mutuel betting 
in 1948. according to the 29th annual re- 
port of the Maryland Racing Commission. 


In 1948. as in past years. there was a 
total of 100 days of racing at th» state’s 
four mile tracks. and 50 days of racing 
among the five county fair tracks. Each 
track operated the maximum number of 
days allowed by law. 

In addition. for the first time. in 1948 
there were 20 days of harness racing with 
pari-mutuel betting. The commission had 
allowed 60 days of the 100 days permitted 
by law. but only one of the three harness 
tracks allotted 20 days each was able to 
reach completion in time to have a meet- 
ing. This was because of building re- 
strictions. 

Total mutuel handle of the four major 
tracks—Pimlico. Bowie. Laurel, and Havre 
de Grace—was $80.553.560. compared to 
$95.178.632 in 1947. The drop was 15 per 
cent. The individual decrease for each of 
these tracks was varied. 

For instance, the drop at Bowie was 
slightly below 2 per cent. Laurel and 
Pimlico were nearer the average with 
about 13 per cent and 17 per cent. respec- 
tively. But at Havre de Grace, where there 
was a shift in dates and competition with 
Garden State Park in the spring, the de- 
crease was nearly 30 per cent. 
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New Jersey and Maryland: head-on competition. 


Havre de Grace and Garden State Park 
normally draw patronage from Philadel- 
phia and adjacent areas. With both tracks 
in operation, it was to be expected that 
they would suffer a greater than average 
decline. 

To offset losses in the spring meeting, 
the second Havre de Grace program was 
scheduled for July. It was the first time 
in Maryland history that a major track 
had attempted to conduct a summer meet- 
ing. The results were not encouraging. 

Commenting on the situation, the Mary- 
land commission said: “Maryland tracks 
should be encouraged to place themselves 
in as strong a position as possible to meet 
the competition offered by tracks from 
other states.” 

The report continued, “At the same time. 
there should be a willingness to make rea- 
sonable adjustments in co-operation with 
neighboring states to work out a schedule 
which will eliminate conflicts that are 
harmful to all parties involved.” 

(Racing dates announced for 1949 list 
the Garden State Park spring meeting as 
beginning May 3 and lasting through May 
30. This overlaps two days with Havre de 
Grace. which closes May 4, and also over- 
laps with Pimlico, which runs from May 6 
to May 14. Garden State Park opens its 
fall session on October 3 and lasts through 
October 26. This will be in competition 
with Laurel Park. whose dates are Sep- 
tember 24 to October 22. There also is 
an overlap of two days with the Pimlico 
fall meeting.) 

The county fair tracks—Bel Air. 
Timonium, Marlboro. Cumberland, and 
Hagerstown—underwent varied changes in 
mutuel handle. with an average decrease 
of about 3 per cent. However. Marlboro.

Yes. Not long ago we heard from a

A. It can be done. We reserve them for 
a year. But our files contain per- 
haps 300.000 names.

Q. Can you provide a few more lines on 
the registration blank for the descrip- 
tion of the markings of a foal? 

A. That would be difficult unless we were 
to reduce the size of the outline figure 
of the horse. A supplementary sheet 
can be used for describing a_ horse 
with complicated markings that re- 
quire a long description. 

Q. Why do you ask for a record of owner- 
ship on fillies leaving the race track 
for the breeding farm? Can't you 
consult the Racing Form chart books 
and get the information?

Trouble came in bunches last week at 
Hialeah Park when two owners, L. Dilger 
and B. Wyse both deposited claims for a 
3-year-old colt named War’s End, by Peace 
Chance—Enhance, by Espino.

LIGHTS AT SUNSHINE 


Sunshine Park, the Florida track which 
has been under a drive to break even on its 
racing operation at Tampa, has suggested 
to the Florida State Racing Commission 
that night racing be permitted. C. C. Vega, 
president of the track, has conferred with 
Leo Edwards, chairman of the racing com. 
mission. Vega also is reported to be will: 
ing to consult with The Jockey Club and 
the TRA about night racing. Sunshine 
Park, however, is not a TRA member. 

Florida racing rules permit dog tracks 
and jai alai frontons to operate day or 
night. Vega feels that this discriminates 
against the runners. Recently the racing 
commission tried to prevent a Tampa dog 
track from racing during the afternoon, 
in opposition to Sunshine Park, but was 
not successful. 

The Sunshine Park president spoke of 
having a court test made of the portion of 
Florida racing law which prevents night 
horse racing.

Comic Court Beats 


His Chief Rival 


MELBOURNE 
| Three young brothers, Bob, Mert, and 
Jack Lee, were the happiest men at 
| Moonee Valley on Saturday, February 19. 
Their brilliant colt Comic Court, by Pow- 
erscourt—Witty Maid, defeated his chief 
| 3-year-old rival Carbon Copy, by Helios— 
/Havers, in the Gisborne Handicap. It is 
/a new race worth £1,500 and run over 10 
furlongs. 

Comic Court and Carbon Copy are the 
‘two best staying 3-year-olds in Australia 
and were to meet next in the VRC St. 
_Leger at Flemington on March 12. There 
‘is not much difference between the pair. 
but over an exacting journey of 14 fur- 
[Sones Carbon Copy might stay the better. 
| In the Gisborne Handicap they met on 
level terms, 117 pounds. Comic Court, 
‘always in a handy position, at the home 
turn shot past the leader Attley, by Porto- 
| fino—Coveshaw. and established a handy 
_advantage. Carbon Copy is not a good 
beginner and he encountered anything but 
a clear passage in the final half-mile of 
‘the race. It was not until the top of the 
| straight was entered that he got clear of 
the ruck. Although he finished well, he 
had lost to Comic Court. 


Comic Court defeated Carbon Copy in 
the Victoria Derby at Melbourne in Octo- 
ber; but earlier in Sydney, Carbon Copy 
won and Comic Court was unplaced. This 
was the AJC Derby of £10,000. 


They are really good colts not yet in 
the peak of their autumn form. Their 
Leger struggles in Melbourne and Sydney 
promise to be epic encounters. 

Jim Cummings of Adelaide has the 
unique distinction of training three full 
brothers, Comic Court. Comedy Prince, 
and St. Comedy. During the last month 
in Melbourne they have all won races. St. 
Comedy is one of the fastest 2-year-olds in 
the land and has won his two starts this 
year. Comedy Prince won at Moonee Val- 
‘ey a few weeks ago. 

I cannot tell you the last time three 
brothers won races within a space of three 
weeks as did these horses. Their aggre- 
gate cost was 7.300 guineas, and already 
they have earned more than £20,000 in 
stakes. 

There is much more to come too, be- 
cause Comedy Prince, the eldest, is only 
four years old. And believe it or not, the 
lay Comic Court won the Gisborne, his 
full sister, Witty Lass, won a race in Ade- 
laide (South Australia). 

As Powerscourt cost only 80 guineas 


and Witty Maid 50 guineas, there is no 
rule to breeding after all. 

Warner L. Jones and his *Royal Gem 
syndicate will be pleased to know tha 
*Royal Gem’s half brother, Beau Gem, 
won a race in Adelaide on February 10, 
Beau Gem, also a winner of the Victoria 
Derby, had not raced since November, 
when he started in the Osmond Handicap, 
This was a 61-furlong event on Februar 
19. He carried the huge burden of 145 
pounds and after a gallant performance, 
gained the verdict in a magnificent finish, 


Beau Gem was to be sent to Melbourne 
to run in the Newmarket Handicap a 
Flemington on March 12. I will be sur. 
prised if he does not come close to win. 
ning it. 

Ungar, by Law Maker—Viennese, is not 
making the grade as a 3-year-old. He 
failed to stay in the AJC Derby in Sydney, 
and on February 19, in the Aberfeldie 
Handicap for 3-year-olds, he failed to gain 
a place. Ungar started at six to four and 
although burdened with 133 pounds at a 
mile, his backers poured money on to him, 
Ungar had every chance and was beaten 
on his merits. His connections are mysti- 
fied at his frequent lapses. 


Winner of the race was a_ chestnut 
named Rocket Gun, by Enfield from North 
Star. He is a full brother to the Mel- 
bourne Cup winner Sirius. 

Rocket Gun has not done a great deal 
of racing, but he looks as if he could stay 
well. Guy Raymond, his owner-breeder, 
of famous St. Albans Stud in Victoria, 
hopes to win a Melbourne Cup with him. 
Mr. Raymond achieved this distinction 
last November with Rimfire, another 
Enfield. 

In a recent letter, I told you of the bril- 
liant 2-year-old Lady  Pirouette, by 
*Bahram’s son Whirlaway. from Hecuba, a 
half sister (by Breughel) to *Ajax. She 
went one better at Flemington on Febru- 
ary 12 by putting up a smashing perforn- 
ance in winning with 123 pounds over a 
straight five furlongs. 

She drew wide on the track. Display- 
ing rare speed, she had the race won more 
than a furlong from the post. She cost 
2.100 guineas as a yearling and is worth 
every penny of it. 

Another interesting winner of February 
12 was Baldur, a 3-year-old by Helios from 
Miss Gallant. He cost 3,100 guineas a 
a yearling and it was his first win. He is 
to be put by to be prepared specially for 
the next Melbourne Cup. He is trained 
by Elwood Fisher who won a Melbourne 
Cup with Sirius.

functions. since the ellipse can be ex- 
panded at the sides to increase the capac- 
ity for drawing in air. whereas if the chest 
is more of a circle in the first place it has 

less chance of adequate expansion. 

Most of the foregoing. except for the 
remarks concerning the muscling around 
the shoulder, arm. and forearm. has to do 
with the efficiency of the horse as a racing 
mechanism. 

When we come to the hindquarters we 
are considering the main source of power. 
which lies in the great muscles there. The 
important area is the triangle formed by 
the hip bone (from the point of the hip 
downward toward the point of the but- 
tock) and the thigh bone, or femur. whic 
extends from the hip joint to the stifle 
joint. The mechanism here roughly paral- 
lels that of the shoulder blade and the hu- 
merus, and here. as in front, a long femur 
and a comparatively wide angle are to be 
looked for. The length of the bone indi- 
cates to some extent the space for the at- 
tachment of strong muscles. The size of 
the angle determines the length of the 
muscles. The large angle provides longer 
muscles and allows a more complete ex- 
tension of the joint, the result being a 
longer, more powerful stride. 

The strong musculature of the hip and 
thigh should be continued into the gaskin, 
whose muscles operate the lower part of 
the leg. If the outline of the gaskin cuts 
in sharply at the rear below the haunch, 
the horse is said to be cat-hammed. and a 
fault is set down against him. A_ broad 
gaskin goes with a long os calcis (point of 
the hock), which means a long lever over 
which the tendon can operate. The hock 
should be set low—length from hip to 
hock is a frequent point of commendation 
—and it should be large. In general, the 
more nearly straight the hind leg is (the 
larger the angle at the hock) the better 
the horseman will like it, since a hind leg 
that appears too straight is an extreme 
rarity. If the angle here is much narrower 
than normal the leg cannot be extended 
lully, and part of its power will be lost. 
lf the curve is very sweeping the horse is 
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said to be sickle-hocked, a figure of speech 
which describes the fault aptly enough. 

The crooked hind leg is more apt to de- 
velop a curb, a straining or inflammation 
of the ligament which binds the tendon to 
the hind cannon a short distance below 
the point of the hock. If the straight line 
along the back of the cannon is broken by 
a slight outward bulge, easily seen from 
the side, the horse has a curb, which may 
or may not affect his running. 

Standing directly behind the horse may 
reveal faults not otherwise easily dciscov- 
ered. If the body is too narrow in propor- 
tion to height, if it slopes away too sharply 
from the croup, or if the muscles are not 
well enough let down from the haunches. 
the animal is weak in a most important 
part of his anatomy. The hocks. as seen 
from the rear, should point almost straight 
back; if they turn definitely inward the

horse is said to be cow-hocked, and he is 
definitely the worse for it. 

All these details are more or less im- 
portant—in what rank they have import- 
ance it would take a bold horseman to de- 
clare. But they still need to be supple- 
mented by general considerations of type. 
substance, symmetry. stance, action, qual- 
ity, and disposition. Most of the knowl- 
edge here available is knowledge appli- 
cable to many breeds. the variations neces- 
sary for the Thoroughbred being more or 
less obvious. As a matter of fact there is 
a very great range within the Thorough- 
bred breed itself. It takes an experienced 
eye to see where substance, for instance, is 
adequate between the light-waisted, “one- 
gutted” specimen on the one hand. and the 
beefy sort on the other; to judge whether 
quality (thin skin, fine fair, smooth 
“finish”) is an indication of true Thor- 
oughbred characteristics or is simply a 


deluding prettiness; or to decide between 
easy-going docility and rip-rearing assert- 
iveness, 

Very little has been said about muscle. 
and perhaps very little can be said. A 
lightly muscled horse is at an obvious dis- 
advantage, and the condition is easily rec- 


ognized. Generally speaking. long flat 
muscles are to be preferred to short. 


bunchy ones. Also generally speaking. 
the driving power is in the hindquarters. 
and these should be particularly well 
muscled, and wide as viewed from behind. 

It is quite possible for a horse to be too 
heavily muscled, and to be simply strong 
rather than fast. Sprinters are character- 
istically more heavily muscled than stavy- 
ers—that is, their muscles appear to be 
laid on more heavily. and are thick rather 
than long. But nearly all of these are 
generalizations which are not to be relied 
upon too heavily. Eliminating individuals 
which have something basically wrong 
with them, muscle can be developed by 
exercise and good food. whereas the struc- 
ture of bone and tendon is much less easily 
modified. Of course a yearling which is 
stunted has passed much of his normal 
growing period, and the best of handling 
is likely to fail to bring him to proper de- 
velopment. However. assuming reason- 
able size amd good health in a young horse. 
bone structure is a more reliable guide to 
conformation than musculature. 

In this connection it seems fitting to 
challenge a certain race track axiom. “A 
long horse for a long race.” The truth of 
this matter seems to be diametrically op- 
posite to the old saw. The horse which is 
long-bodied in proportion to his height is 
almost invariably a sprinter; the horse 
which is tall in proportion to his body’ 
length. while he may be a good sprinter, 
is likely to gain greater success at the 
longer distances. 

This generalization is based upon the 
study of numerous pictures of good horses. 
and the exceptions found were compara- 
tively rare. The length measurements 
were taken from the point where the neck 
joins the brisket, back to the point of the 
buttocks, or a perpendicular line dropped 
from that point. Ordinarily this measure- 
ment is roughly the same as the height of 
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DORNOT

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the horse; if it is definitely longer, the 
staying power of that individual may be 
presumed to be slight. The explanation 
here seems easy enough. The short-legged 
horse pushes himself along by the extrava- 
gant use of powerful muscles. The legs 
of the short-bodied horse are longer pen- 
dulums and their oscillations will be a 
trifle more deliberate. using a little less 
with each stride, saving a little 
more energy for the closing furlongs of 
the longer race. 

Finally. in the matter of “judging” the 
conformation of a prospective race horse, 
it must be remembered always that it is 
the judge. rather than the horse, who is on 
trial. The speed of the horse is not likely 
to be affected in the least by the opinion 
of a man who has walked around him once 
or twice. Hence it is suggested that any- 
one who wishes to study Thoroughbred 
conformation make it a practice to keep 
records of his observations and_predic- 
tions and check them against the records 
of actual racing. 

In the office of THE BLoop-Horse are 
notes on the conformation of several 
thousand Thoroughbreds, made mostly 
when the horses were yearlings. The notes 
are made on 5x8” cards. Departures from 
normal, whether for better or for worse. 
can be easily indicated on the outlined fig- 
ures. Racing performances and later in- 
spections can be added to the record. Ex- 
cept for those privileged to have a long 
and intimate acquaintance with horses, 
this is perhaps the most effective way of 
learning what is important in the way of 
conformation. Memory has a way of play- 
ing tricks; it is much easier to forget the 
case in which we were wrong than the one 
in which we were right. 

There is no “point system” for scoring 
Thoroughbreds, nor is one likely to be de- 
vised. The card used by THE Btoop- 
Horse is rather a record of details neces- 
sary for reporting and for study later. If 
the observer wishes. he can indicate his 
guesses as to probable class and distance 
preference on the scale indicated by the 
broken lines in the lower left-hand corner, 
but this is strictly an exercise in harmless 
mental betting.

CARE AND USES: A Few Precau- 
tionary Reminders on Handling 
the Thoroughbred. Plus Notes 
on the Utility of Thoroughbred 
Blood. 


The following section was contributed 
Humphrey S. Finney, editor of the 
Maryland Horse and field secretary of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. It 
was also through the kindness of the Mary- 
land Horse that the illustrations in the 
chapter on conformation were made avail- 
able. 
There are not many differences between 
the accepted mode of raising the Thor- 
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oughbred and the procedure followed on 
most farms where horses of other kinds 


are raised. The same rules of sound ani- 
mal husbandry apply to all. But some of 
the differences are important, and the aver- 
age farmer. used to raising farm stock. 
should reconsider some of his methods be- 
fore he attempts the breeding of Thor- 
oughbreds. 


Good foot and con- 
tracted foot. 


It is common for farm stock to run out 
most of the grazing season, depending en- 
tirely on pasture for sustenance. The 
Thoroughbred mare. even when in foal, 
can get along very well on good pasture, 
but it should be good pasture, not what 
passes for pasture on many farms. 

The care of the Thoroughbred foal com- 
mences on the day the mare is bred for 
the first time. A word here about the trials 
of the mare. While draft mares will usual- 
ly come in season regularly every 21 days 
or thereabouts, the Thoroughbred mare 
may have a cycle varying from 14 to 28 
days, though usually from 18 to 21 days. 
Consequently it is highly important that 
all mares that have been bred be tried at 
least twice a week, and preferably every 


other day, throughout the breeding season, 
commencing two weeks after service. 
There are many, unfamiliar with blooded 
stock, who think that the Thoroughbred is 
a nervous, ratty beast. 
from the truth. 


Nothing is further 
The Thoroughbred mare, 
as a rule, is a gentle animal. though it 
must be remembered that. if she is mean, 
she may be a hellion, for it is the nature 
of the beast to make a thorough job of 
whatever it undertakes. 

The Thoroughbred mare is likely to be 
a quicker-acting and -thinking animal than 
the farmer-breeder is used to. It is highly 
important that she be handled with quiet 
consideration, for shouting and yelling at 
her may produce a good deal worse re- 
sults than if the same treatment were ac- 
corded a cold-blooded mare. Thorough- 
breds can be tied in standing stalls. but 
they should be made used to it carefully. 
as most likely it will be a new experience 
for the majority of them. Thoroughbred 
mares will do very well running out all 
winter, provided they have plenty to eat 
and a dry wind-breaking shed to go into 
when they feel like it. 

The Thoroughbred mare at foaling time 
is no different from the cold-blooded mare. 
except that she may make heavier weather 
of it, if in trouble. and fight harder for 
her existence if things go wrong. The 
blooded foal is usually a quicker. handier 
thing than the cold-blooded one. Many 
foals are lost on farms from neglect of the 
simple matter of caring for the navel cord

at birth, with attendant joint-ill, or navel- 
ill, through infection. 

The feet of the Thoroughbred should be 
watched and trimmed monthly, a more im. 
portant matter with him than with other 
breeds. He can be raised with his mother 
as the rest of them are, but if his dam js 
taken out to work for part of the day, as 
are many draft mares. the Thoroughbred 
foal is more likely to fret and injure him. 
self. Hence he should have company of 
some sort if possible. When weaned the 
Thoroughbred foal should by all means 
be kept up for a few days. for he is likely 
to “run his head off” if turned out too 
soon, much more so than the cold-blood, 

The Thoreughbred is full of fire and 
courage by nature. He can easily be led, 
but he is hard to drive. Obedience will 
come through training and kindness, but 
rarely through force. If you want to han- 
dle him with success, get him used to the 
halter. to leading. standing tied. backing 
up. having all his feet picked up. and to 
loading and shipping about also, if possi- 
ble. when he is very young—the younger 
the better. If you try to halter-break and 
to handle a Thoroughbred for the first 
time when he is a big yearling, you are 
simply asking for trouble. 

The whole matter of raising the Thor- 
oughbred. or any other livestock for that 
matter, is one of common horse sense. Just 
stop to consider what you are doing, and 
why. and you'll get along all right. 

The Thoroughbred, though his chief aim 
and object in life is the winning of races 
and the production of more winners, has 
numerous other fields of endeavor for 
which he has superb qualifications. His 
prowess in the hunting field, at polo, in 
the show ring, or as a plain hack is well 
known. In these fields the clean-bred may 
do as well or almost as well in some cases. 

The writer once mated a big, upstanding 
Thoroughbred stallion to some well-bred 
Percheron mares and thereby bred some 
really outstanding medium-weight farm 
horses that would stand more heat and 
grief than any teams about the place. We 
have seen some very useful horses bred 
the reverse way. breeders have 
used a Thoroughbred-Percheron cross as 
the basis of successful hunter-breeding 
operations; the results here are usually 
best in the second cross, where a Thor- 
oughbred sire is used on the half-bred 
stock. 

Thoroughbred mares bred to good jacks 
have produced many excellent mules, par: 
ticularly suitable to light quick work. 
Thoroughbred mares themselves have been 
worked successfully on many farms. They 
have the courage and tireless ability to do 
a day’s work in good style, if not put te 
too heavy labor. We have used a hitch of 
three or four barren mares to a harrow om 
a Thoroughbred breeding farm. It is im 
portant, however, that plenty of care be 
taken in breaking them to work, for the 
Thoroughbred mare is a quick thinker and

The Thoroughbred mare, when crossed 
with the Cleveland Bay stallion. has pro- 
duced some good heavyweight hunters, bet- 
ter. as a rule, than with the reverse of the 
cross. The second cross of Thoroughbred 
sire is likely to produce a superior animal. 
It is essential here that the mare used be 
a mare of style and quality, if a really 
saleable product is to be developed. Some 
of the top half-bred hunters in Virginia 
carry Cleveland Bay blood. A Thorough- 
bred-Suffolk cross has been tried with 
varying results. Some big hunters have 
been produced in that fashion. 

The best results in half-bred breeding 
have resulted from the use of the Thor- 


oughbred sire for generations on grade 
mares. Some of the western ranches that 


have been in the business for many years 
have as fine a lot of cow horses as one 
would wish to see—big, strong, tough 
horses. up to weight, and with speed and 
durability—that are very nearly clean-bred 
animals. The cow country comes nearer 
proving the right blood to use than any- 
where else, for there the old law of the 
survival of the fittest gets more play, and 
the non-producing sires and dams are soon 
weeded out. 

(Editor’s note: Melville H. Haskell’s re- 
marks on the problem of raising Quarter 
Horses and cow horses on the western 
ranges are appropriate here. Quoted from 
Tue BLoop-Horse of September 12, 1942: 
“As far as I am concerned, the answer is 
simple. Start with a band of good Quar- 
ter mares of the deep-bodied, easy-keeping 
type that were raised on the range and 
know how to rustle for a living and that 
give milk like a Jersey. Cull poor keep- 
ers or mares that do not raise big. healthy 
foals without help. Use on these mares 
the best Thoroughbred sire that you can 
buy. of as near the type you want as you 
can find. Cull the ones that can’t make a 
living or are faulty. On the second gen- 
eration fillies you may have to use a half- 
bred Quarter Horse type stallion, but be 
sure that he has good blood and breeds 
true. You will produce economically in 
this way a very useful type of horse, hardy, 
handy. quick—a horse that will appeal to 
the old fashioned cowman and the lover of 
the Thoroughbred alike.” ) 

Whatever use the Thoroughbred is put 
to. he or she must be a decent sort of ani- 
mal to make good at it. 

All of us know that there are too many 
weedy, light-boned, ewe-necked beasts that 
never should be bred from; yet, simply 
because they have a certificate, they are 
used to produce something that, in the 
end, nine times out of ten, will discredit 
the breed. Whatever the intent of the 
breeder seeking to use Thoroughbred 
blood, let him use the same rigid rules of 
selection that he, in all likelihood, applies 
to his beef or dairy herd, or his draft 
stock. A pedigree does not make a Thor- 


oughbred a good horse if nature has not 
done her part in the physical makeup of 
the animal. 

This was the concluding installment of 
the Introduction to the Thoroughbred 
Horse, so far as THE BLoop-Horse is con- 
cerned. Together with other material, in- 
cluding a conformation drawing, it will be 
published in booklet form.
